FAMILY and friends of a 
popular rugby player tragi¬ 
cally killed in a crash on 
the A6 have made it their 
goal to raise £100,000 for 
charity in his memory - 
having already made more 
than £70,000 since his 
death. 

Mark Davey died when his 
Audi R8 overturned on the 
A6 near Wixams in 
September 2014. 

Before he died Mark, 33, 
from Luton, had been aim¬ 
ing to raise £30,000 for the 
Starlight Foundation, 
which helped him meet his 
hero Terry Sheringham 
while he was suffering 
from Non-Hodgkins 
Lymphoma when he was 
12. He had already raised 
around £8,500, but within 
a few weeks of his death 
that total had risen to 
£30,000. It now stands at 
around £80,000, although 


his family and friends are 
determined to hit the 
£100k mark, which would 
mean the Starlight 
Foundation could make 
around 30 seriously or ter¬ 
minally ill children’s 
dreams come true. 

Mark’s dad, Chris Davey, 
57, told LoS: “He was so 
proud to give his mum and 
dad ‘his 30th birthday pre¬ 
sent to us’ - a promise to 
raise £30,000 for Starlight. 
Sadly life has not allowed 
Mark to see him reach that 
goal.” 

Last year a friend of 
Mark’s ran the London 
Marathon to support the 
cause, and this year anoth¬ 
er pal, Mario Di Giorgio, 
director of Fratellis restau¬ 
rant in Ampthill, will do 
the same.

PCC’s takeover threat

‘HELP us with our funding or be 
taken over’, is the warning to the 
fire service from the county’s cop 
boss. 

In a letter seen by Luton on Sunday 
from police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Oily Martins to Luton 
Borough councillor David Franks, 
the PCC said he would be ‘duty- 
bound’ to consider taking control 
of the fire service to save cash - 
with a number of collaborations 
already planned between the two 
emergency services. 

Politicians, firefighters and mem¬ 
bers of the fire authority have criti¬ 


cised the idea, dubbing it a ‘recipe 
for disaster’. 

In the letter, Mr Martins writes: ‘If 
we are unable to deliver these col¬ 
laborative benefits with the exist¬ 
ing structures I do not believe the 
public would be particularly sym¬ 
pathetic or understanding as to 
why two emergency services had 
proved incapable of sensibly work¬ 
ing more closely together. In these 
circumstances I would consider 
whether the opportunity of assum¬ 
ing responsibility for the fire ser¬ 
vice would serve the public better.’ 

Paul Fuller, chief fire officer for 
the county, said he was concerned 
about the potential impact on the 
fire service. He said: “I would want 


to ensure our resources are pro¬ 
tected, so our funding would not be 
used on the police. We would also 
want to maintain the independ¬ 
ence of our brand.” 

Last year, the PCC’s bid for a 15.9 
per cent increase in the police pre¬ 
cept was rejected by voters. On 
Thursday, the Home Office con¬ 
firmed Bedfordshire Police would 
receive a 0.4 per cent funding 
increase. 

Steve White, chairman of the 
Police Federation of England and 
Wales, said: “Officers from both 
emergency services already pull 
together, so why change the law? 
It’s like using a sledgehammer to 
crack a nut.” 


Bedfordshire Fire Authority 
member, Luton Borough councillor 
David Franks, who quizzed Mr 
Martins on the subject this week, 
said: “Leaving aside any considera¬ 
tion of individual personalities, a 
take over of fire services by PCCs 
would be a certain recipe for disas¬ 
ter.” His views were echoed by Pat 
Carberry, a firefighter and 
Bedfordshire brigade secretary for 
the Fire Brigades Union, who said: 
“Both services do very different 
jobs and are perceived very differ¬ 
ently by the public. It could harm 
the opinion of the fire service being 
so closely tied to the police.” 

Despite repeated attempts we 
were unable to contact Mr Martins. 


Schools 

probed 

LUTON Borough Council has declined to 
answer questions on whether it knew about 
the existence of two schools inspected by 
Ofsted during a surprise three-week visit. 

In two separate inspections, which finished 
on Friday and started on January 12, Ofsted 
looked at the council’s children’s services as 
well as a childcare and early-years provider. 

A council spokesman said the authority had 
not asked the watchdog to visit the schools 
but when asked if it was aware of their exist¬ 
ence, the spokesman said: “One site was 
registered with Ofsted as a childcare provider, 
the other as an early years provider. Both 
have been inspected by Ofsted in the past 
two years.” 

The visit follows the watchdog’s announce¬ 
ment last year that it would be launching a 
crackdown on unregistered schools across 
the country. It also comes in the same week 
that the Department for Education approved 
the building of a 1,200 capacity mixed-sex 
secondary school in the town. 

A council insider told Luton on Sunday that 
during Ofsted’s inspection concerns had been 
raised about the authority’s social services 
department. 

The insider said: “I know there are prob¬ 
lems and concerns. A lot of it is in the alloca¬ 
tion of children’s cases to social workers. 

“There’s a shortage of social workers in 
there. Sometimes they are not given to the 
right person or there is a long delay.” 

A former Luton social worker, who does not 
wish to be named, told LoS that morale was 
‘low’ and workers were ‘overburdened’ by 
their caseloads. 

Luton council said: “Social work caseloads 
have reduced and feedback from staff 
reflects this. 

“Our agency staff cohort has recently been 
surveyed with favourable results about work¬ 
ing for Luton and have fed back on how well 
supported they feel.” 

An Ofsted spokesman said: “We do not 
comment on individual inspections, however 
we can confirm we visited Luton Borough 
Council between January 12 and February 5. 

“The inspection report will be published on 
our website in due course.”

Authority planning 3.95% 
increase in council tax bill

PROPOSALS to raise council tax 
by 3.95 per cent to bring in an 
additional £5.5 million a year 
will be discussed by councillors 
at a meeting tomorrow. 

Luton Borough Council wants to 
put tax up by 1.95 per cent and 
also charge two per cent for adult 
social care on top. 

The rise would see band D prop¬ 
erty taxpayers fork out a total of 
£1,546.32 from April 1 this year, 
up from £1,492.27 last year. 


Councillor Andrew Malcolm, 
portfolio holder for finance, said 
the authority had cut £86.5 mil¬ 
lion from its budget since 2011 and 
was facing further cuts of £28 mil¬ 
lion over the next four years. 

In his autumn statement, 
Chancellor George Osborne said 
all councils could charge an addi¬ 
tional two per cent on council tax 
without triggering a referendum, 
but added that the money raised 
could only go to adult social care. 

Across the county the local 
authorities for Central Bedford¬ 
shire and Bedford are also plan¬ 


ning on increasing their tax by a 
similar amount. 

Cllr Malcolm said: “As a council 
we are obliged to have a balanced 
budget. To be able to do that we 
need to ask the average household 
to pay the extra 73p to enable us to 
do that and provide services, 
which is an important thing. 

“We provide some of the most 
vital services we cannot put our¬ 
selves in a position where we can¬ 
not do that. 

“I think people will generally 
accept that when they know how 
significant it is.” 


If the proposals are agreed 
tomorrow and they also pass a 
meeting of the full council, tax¬ 
payers will pay the new rate from 
April this year, despite the coun¬ 
cil’s tax collection fund running a 
£1.09m deficit. 

Cllr Malcolm said: “Our collec¬ 
tion rates have gone up each year 
with a current collection rate of 
97.5 per cent and nationally the 
figure is 97 per cent. 

“We are doing really well and 
that is a far, far greater rate for col¬ 
lection in terms of liability than 
some banks would get.”

CLEAN UP YOUR ACT: Fly-tipping clean-up is becoming ‘unsustainable 9

NEIGHBOURHOOD recy¬ 
cling centres could be shut 
down if fly-tippers continue 
illegally dumping rubbish, a 
councillor has warned. 

Tom Shaw (pictured), in 
charge of environment at 
Luton Borough Council, said 
cleaning up the increasing 
waste being dumped at the 
town’s 27 centres was drain¬ 
ing Valuable resources’. 

Last month Luton on Sunday 
reported on piles of packag¬ 
ing, sofas and refrigerators 
that had been left outside one 
such centre in St Dominic’s 
Square, Lewsey Farm. 

The authority has been crit¬ 
icised for charging £25 for 
bulky waste disposal but cllr 
Shaw said residents had to be 
‘more responsible’ and stop 
dumping items such as car 
engines. He said: “We do not 
want to shut any of the cen¬ 
tres and it’s a very last resort. 

“They are supposed to be 
neighbourhood recycling 
centres but we have examples 
of things like car engines 
being dumped there. 

“It’s businesses taking the 
labels off the boxes because 


they have to pay private firms 
to dispose of it. 

“Council officers are saying 
they will look at CCTV 
enforcement and everything 
else before looking at closing 
them down. They cost a for¬ 
tune when you have a whole 
lot just dumped there.” 

Last year the authority 
spent £12 million on waste 
disposal and collected more 


than 1,200 tons of rubbish 
than the previous year. 

Cllr Shaw added: “Our recy¬ 
cling centres are an easy tar¬ 
get but we are warning peo¬ 
ple that we are going to be 
putting cameras there and 
will take them to court when 
we catch them. 

“Every council is suffering 
from it but we are not pre¬ 
pared to put up with it.” 


Centre ‘sorry’ for extra fee 


A LEISURE centre has apolo¬ 
gised to its pay-as-you-go 
members after some of them 
were mistakenly charged a 
£20 joining fee. 

Houghton Regis Leisure 
Centre allows its users to pay 
£29.99 a month for their ‘cash 
membership’, which allows 
cancellations any time, as 
opposed to the £21.99 direct 
debit option. 

Last month some users who 
went to renew their cash mem¬ 
berships were charged extra 
and told it was due to it being 
phased out and replaced with 
the direct debits. 


One member, who does not 
wish to be named, said the 
change came with ‘no warn¬ 
ing’ and gave no choice to peo¬ 
ple who ‘did want to be tied 
down to a direct debit’. 

He said: “Most people would 
want pay-as-you-go but they 
are not being given an option. 

“Once it runs out you just 
renew it for the following 
month but this time they 
decided if you wanted to renew 
again they would charge you 
£20 on top. 

“When I told the manager I 
had no warning about this he 
said I was warned when I put 


my card in the machine to pay. 
He also said that he did not 
have to advise me. 

“But I said you have to tell 
me about these charges 
because otherwise how do I 
know what they are?” 

A spokesman for Stevenage 
Leisure Limited, which manag¬ 
es the centre on behalf of 
Central Bedfordshire Council, 
said: “We apologise for the 
misunderstanding and incon¬ 
venience to the few customers 
who were affected. 

“Our staff have been briefed 
accordingly to prevent any 
future reoccurrence.”

Train death not recorded as suicide by coroner 


A LUTON Borough Council accountant’s death could 
not be ruled as suicide as it ‘was not clear he 
intended’ to take his own life, a coroner has said. 

Ashley Goodchild, 45, died after walking in front of 
a train at Leighton Buzzard Railway Station on July 
29 last year. 

However, as his widow Michelle outlined at the 
inquest at Ampthill Coroner’s Court on Wednesday, 
Mr Goodchild was suffering from the after effects of 
a stroke, which caused him to act erratically. 


She said of Ashley: “He was a lovely person. He 
would surprise me with flowers when he got paid 
and we had lots planned for the future.” 

The erratic behaviour was taken into consideration 
by assistant coroner Ian Pears, who said: “Two fac¬ 
tors are needed to confirm it as a suicide. 

“It is clear Ashley took his own life but it is not 
clear he intended to do so.” 

The cause of death was given as multiple injuries 
caused by a train collision, with an open conclusion.

HEALTHWATCH Luton’s new 
chief operating officer Michael 
Mullender-Francis is this 
week’s blogger. His organisa¬ 
tion represents the views of 
local residents on health and 
social care. Michael says he is 
on a mission to make sure 
everyone’s voice is heard. 



IT has been nearly six 
months since I took up the 
post of chief operating offic¬ 
er for Healthwatch Luton, 
and it has been an excep¬ 
tionally exciting and chal¬ 
lenging experience. 

Healthwatch is about local 
voices being able to influ¬ 
ence the delivery and design 
of local services in health 
and social care, not just the 
people who use the service, 
but anyone who might need 
them in the future. 

It has been in place since 
April 1,2013, but 2015 saw 
some radical changes which 
shaped a new organisation 
ready for 2016. 

Some of the original staff 
left, and as I took post last 
August, with the help of my 
chairwoman, we dissolved 
the old board, allowing space 
for more engaged and com¬ 
mitted people to help govern 
the organisation. 

Then our long-serving chair 
woman Beth stepped down 
at the end of last year. This 
has given us the opportunity 
to not only recruit new staff 
but get new board in place, 
and we will be advertising 
soon. 

What Healthwatch does, 
that is so different to all 
other organisations working 
in health and social care, is 
engage with the full range of 
local communities across 
Luton, to enable them to 
access information and 
make their voice heard. We 
work in collaboration with 
existing networks, including 
neighbouring Healthwatch 
organisations. 

We essentially gather peo¬ 
ple’s views and represent 
those views to try and influ¬ 


ence decisions. We have a 
powerfully packed schedule 
for 2016 including: 

• Reviewing and research¬ 
ing system wide complaints, 
including all organisations 
affecting health and social 
care in Luton. This will 
determine whether the com¬ 
plaints process for organisa¬ 
tions is up to standard and 
react to people’s needs. 

• Investigating and review¬ 
ing repeat prescriptions. We 
will gather everyone’s views 
to ensure the processes 
work for the people. 

• Review a range of servic¬ 
es classed as High Impact 
Interventions; including care 
homes, rapid assessment 
teams, GP access, delayed 
transfer of care, and seven 
day services. 

• Reviewing the current 
complaints procedures for 
various health and social 
care organisations 

• Researching and investi¬ 
gating areas set for children 
aged up to five-years-old 

• Assessment of maternity 
services and stroke path¬ 
ways within Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital, following 
its CQC inspection. 

• Reinvigorating our Young 
Inspectors programme, with 
potential for working with 
ELFT in supporting young 
people access mental health 
services. 

Our main aim in 2016 is to 
get out to those ‘seldom 
heard’ voices and gather as 
many views as we possibly 
can. We have various ways 
in which the public can share 
their stories with us, to help 
shape the services they use.

ANGLIAN Water has 
announced it will be spend¬ 
ing close to half a billion 
pounds over the next 12 
months to improve services. 

The announcement was 
made on Wednesday, with 
Martyn Oakley, Anglian 
Water’s director of customer 
and information services, 
saying: “We’re keeping costs 
as low as possible for the long 
term while investing heavily 


in the region in line with cus¬ 
tomer priorities. 

“Bills are back down to what 
they were three years ago 
thanks to the reductions 
we’ve made and the top pri¬ 
ority we place on being effi¬ 
cient and offering value for 
money.” 

The largest portion of the 
money is going on reducing 
leaking from pipes run by the 
group. 

This is part of a £5bn invest¬ 
ment plan stretching until 
2020 which will see improve¬ 
ments made to a number of 


vital water services, includ¬ 
ing sewerage, flood reduction 
and getting fresh water to 
homes across the region. 

Anglian Water said it has 
listened to customers’ con¬ 
cerns and that the money will 
be ploughed into the areas 
that customers say matter 
most to them. 

Its five year business plan, 
to 2020, was shaped by 50,000 
customers and approved 
by 90 per cent of those sur¬ 
veyed following the water 
company’s biggest ever 
public consultation.

Targets ready for 
anti-social drive

NUISANCE bikers and anti-social behaviour 
will be among the top priorities for the town's 
Community Safety Partnership over the next 
three years. 

A high volume of reports about anti-social 
behaviour, 12,000 annually, has led the part¬ 
nership to draw up a list of issues it wants to 
focus on closely between now and 2019. 

The issues came from a survey in which resi¬ 
dents and victims spoke about the issues most 
affecting them. 

The taskforce wants to reduce youth-related 
ASB reports by 20 per cent, nuisance bikers by 
33 per cent; nuisance neighbours by 10 per 
cent and town centre ASB by 25 per cent. 

Luton councillors will discuss the proposals 
at a meeting tomorrow where they are expect¬ 
ed to give voice their support for the partner¬ 
ship’s proposals. 

Neill Waring, Bedfordshire Police’s chief 
inspector for community safety, said: 
“Bedfordshire Police, Luton Borough Council 
and our partners in the Community Safety 
Partnership are being forthright and clear in 
what our objectives are for the coming year’s 
Anti-Social Behaviour Strategy. 

“We are pledging to target specific issues 
which we have identified as being of concern 
to the Luton community, in particular off¬ 
road biking and nuisance behaviour in the 
town centre. 

“We have listened to the concerns of resi¬ 
dents and are committed to jointly tackling 
these problem areas.”

Growing town I T ^ 
looks to battle 
for new names ^ 

Howard Chandler looks at how Cardigan Street 
came by its unusual name... 


BY the late 1870s Luton had grown to be a 
town housing over 25,000 people. 

New roads were laid out and houses built to 
accommodate people moving from surround¬ 
ing villages. They swapped life as agricultural 
labourers for work in the hat trade or the new 
industrial businesses such as Hayward Tyler. 

One of the new streets was Cardigan Street, 
an unnamed dotted line parallel to Inkerman 
Street on the 1876 map named by the 1881 
census. 

Lieutenant General James Thomas Brudenell, 
7th Earl of Cardigan, KCB (1797 -1868) com¬ 
manded the Light Brigade in the Crimean War. 
His reputation was high when he returned 
from the conflict but has been subject to reas¬ 
sessment since, as indicated by the title of a 
1997 book about him - The Homicidal Earl. It 
illustrates a problem when commemorating 
people soon after their deaths. 

Some say Cardigans lasting claim to fame is 
giving his name to the buttoned item of cloth¬ 
ing he wore in the Crimea.

FROM April 1 this year, 
staff at Luton Borough 
Council will be paid the 
Foundation Living Wage of 
£8.25 per hour. 

The rate, which is expect¬ 
ed to benefit around 380 
workers, including cooks, 
street cleaners and school 
crossing guards, was agreed 
last month by councillors as 
a sign of their ‘commitment’ 
to the town hall workforce. 

But it will not be extended 
to staff at schools under the 
council’s authority after 
headteachers chose not to 
follow suit. 

Unlike the government’s 
mandatory national 
living wage which . 
will be intro- A 
duced this April 
at a rate of £7.20 
for workers aged 
25 and over, the 
Foundation \ 

Living Wage is a 
separate, volun¬ 
tary rate employers ^ 
can pay to staff aged 18 
and over. 

It is set by the Living Wage 
Foundation and is based on 
the cost of living while the 
Low Pay Commission is 


responsible for setting 
the government 
. standard accord- 
^ ing to average 
earnings, 
i At a meeting 
last December 
' headteachers 
expressed con- 
cern that the 
council’s recom¬ 
mendation would 
add pressure to already 
stretched budgets. 

Councillor Mahmood 
Hussain, the portfolio hold¬ 
er for education who was at 
the meeting, said he ‘under¬ 


stood’ the issues raised by 
schools. 

However, he added that 
they had to prepare for its 
introduction by law later 
this year and its potential 
rise to £9 by 2020. 

Cllr Hussain said: “We as a 
local authority are commit¬ 
ted to the living wage and 
we have given our commit¬ 
ment to the workforce but 
we would encourage schools 
to do that also because it 
will soon be a legal require¬ 
ment, so if they do it in stag¬ 
es it would be easier than 
doing it all in one go.

“It gives them a chance to 
budget for it and it is up to 
each governing body to 
decide how they implement 
it. Some are doing it and 
some are not but my encour¬ 
agement would be for them 
to do it. 

“I do understand their 
argument and have sympa¬ 
thy with them but if you 


value your own staff and 
retention, then I would 
encourage them to pay the 
living wage. 

“I would say please do con¬ 
sider it because you are 
going to have to budget for it 
for the future.” 

According to a document 
published by the council, 
only three schools are pay- 


work 


ing the previous voluntary 
rate of £7.25 with four not 
implementing it at all. 

It states that wholesale 
adoption by schools of the 
£8.25 wage would cost an 
extra £270,000 per year for 
the eligible 1,321 employees. 

Points raised during a con¬ 
sultation with schools on 
the matter included points 
that it was ‘currently unaf¬ 
fordable and likely to impact 
on educational provision’ 
while others said they were 
‘happy to continue to pay 
the current level of £7.85 but 
feel that the increase could 
be detrimental.’ 

Gillian Owen, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Living Wage 
Foundation, said all her 
organisation could do was 
‘champion’ the rate and 
hope employers took it up. 

She said: “It depends on 
each school as to whether 
they are part of a council or 
they are independent. 

“But we as a foundation 
champion the voluntary 
rate whether it is a company 
or charity. 

“We understand the pres¬ 
sures, particularly at local 
authority level with the 
funding being cut but we do 
know that faith schools in 
particular are being encour¬ 
aged by their leaders.”

Toyota Auris 



Take a look inside... 


The Toyota Auris has evolved into 
something wholly desirable. The 
problem is, UK buyers haven’t 
twigged just yet. This revised 
version might well help the penny 
drop, with cleaner styling inside 
and out, more efficient engines 
and the usual British-built Toyota 
integrity. 

With the original version of this 
second generation model, Toyota 
already offered a wide selection 
of engines, including diesel, petrol 
and hybrid options, but things 
are getting a bit more interest¬ 
ing again with the introduction 
of a 1.2-litre turbo petrol unit 
and a 1.6-litre turbodiesel. The 
1.33-litre and 1.6-litre petrol 
powerplants continue, as does 
the 1.4-litre D4-D turbodiesel, 
the latter being heavily revised to 
make it the cleanest diesel engine 
in the 90PS class. The sprint to 
62mph takes 12.5 seconds en 
route to I 12mph. That’s not bad 
for an entry-level diesel. 

The freshly-developed 1.2T 
direct injection turbocharged unit 
develops I 15PS, while the 1.6 
turbodiesel is good for I I I PS. 

The Auris’ suspension has 
been revised, with a choice of 
two rear ends. For the slightly 
faster models, there’s a double 
wishbone system (offered on the 


1.2T and 1.6 Valvematic petrol 
variants, plus the 1.6 D-4D diesel 
and the 1.8 Hybrid). Less power¬ 
ful versions though, get a simpler 
torsion bar set-up (used on the 
1.3 WT-i petrol variant and the 
feebler 1.4 D-4D diesel). 

The cabin benefits from better 
quality materials and a lower 
profile dashboard, with cleaner- 
looking dials and a more consist¬ 
ent use of grains, illumination 
and typefaces across the fascia. 
Many details, such as the air 
vents, doorhandles and gear lever 
surround, have been redesigned 
to give a crisper, high-quality ap¬ 
pearance. There’s also a Touring 
Sports estate version on offer 
if you need a bit more hauling 
space. 

The Toyota Auris is a car 
whose appeal is, to many, so hard 
to fathom that it never really 
challenges the top contenders. 
The reason? It’s struggled to 
shake off the stigma of being a bit, 
well, boring. But here’s the thing. 
This latest car isn’t bland at all. 

It’s a family hatchback that’s been 
designed with care, built with dili¬ 
gence and which is better looking 
than most rivals in its class. You 
just know it’ll be incredibly reli¬ 
able and there’s no shortage of 
customer choice.

Six Nations: Lessons learned? 



BATTLE COMMENCED: Every side in the Six Nations will be hoping to improve on their World Cup efforts 


IN the next six weeks, we’ll 
find out exactly how much 
rugby in the Northern 
Hemisphere has learned 
from a World Cup that ended 
up being dominated by the 
giants from the South. 

Aside from a dramatic final 
day in last year’s champion¬ 
ship, the Six Nations has 
recently become character¬ 
ised by sheer brute force, 
rather than the actual quality 
of rugby on display. 

Don’t get me wrong, the 
spectacle of watching Wales 
and Ireland smash each other 
into submission in Cardiff 
last March was a gripping 
one, but look what happened 
to those two countries at 
crunch time in the autumn. 

Despite a terrific effort at 
Twickenham, the Welsh were 
undone by South Africa - 
thanks to a wondrous off¬ 
load by Duane Vermeulen to 
set up Fourie du Preez’s win¬ 
ning try. 

It was a piece of skill that 
no-one in this part of the 
world expects to see from a 
forward, and it was an ace 
no-one in a red shirt expect¬ 
ed the Springboks to have up 
their sleeve following a 
scrum. 

Also, Ireland’s back-to-back 



Six Nations titles counted for 
nothing as Argentina played 
at a pace and intensity they 
simply couldn’t live with as 
they were well beaten in the 
quarter finals. 

England and France had 
already suffered humiliations 
at the hands of Australia and 
New Zealand respectively as 
any Northern Hemisphere 
interest was snuffed out with 
two weeks of the competition 
still to play. 

Yesterday may have given us 
some pointers as to what we 
can expect going forward, 
such as whether France really 
are going to start showing 
some of the joie de vivre they 
were once famous for. 

Let’s hope so - les Bleus can 
be compared to Manchester 
United in the way that one of 
the most thrilling teams to 
watch in sport became one of 
the most dull and arduous. 


England aren’t starting 
from scratch in quite the 
same way, judging by their 
team selection in Scotland, 
but there needs to be no more 
pledging to play an all-court 
game only to resort to con¬ 
servatism the following 
week, although you get the 


feeling Eddie Jones’ plan for 
the Red Rose will be more 
coherent than what went 
before. 

We’ll find out this year 
whether Scotland are on their 
way to becoming more of a 
force in the Six Nations after 
years of being also-rans. 


Their performances in the 
World Cup were as encourag¬ 
ing as anything they’ve pro¬ 
duced for a long time, and it 
would do the championship a 
world of good to see them 
being competitive at last. 

Not many seem to be hold¬ 
ing out the same hope for 


Italy, and it’s hard to see them 
being anything other than 
wooden spoon candidates. 

The game of the opening 
weekend, on paper at least, 
takes place at the Aviva 
Stadium this afternoon as 
Ireland and Wales get ready 
to collide again. 

In contrast, Wales have 
been rated by most as favour¬ 
ites for the championship, 
due to their settled, experi¬ 
enced and powerful line-up. 

But it would be nice to see 
more variation from them as 
their lack of a Plan B under 
Warren Gatland has made 
them predictable at times. 

Their Grand Slam four years 
ago, when they never seemed 
to get out of third gear, 
showed how far standards 
had slipped in the Northern 
Hemisphere. Hopefully, there 
isn’t the same hand-wringing 
come the end of March. 

PS. In light of the England 
cricket team’s win over South 
Africa this week under the 
Duckworth-Lewis method, 
any advanced mathemati¬ 
cians out there capable of 
explaining this baffling pro¬ 
cess are asked to get in touch, 
as it soars well over the heads 
of us mere mortals.

Out of nothing though Luton

Town continued to press as 
Sido Jombati was booked for 
catching Mackail-Smith in the 
face and Sheehan then pro¬ 
tested as he looked to be 
hauled over in the box, before 
seeing his teasing cross float 
right across the face of goal. 

Wycombe thought they had 
equalised when they headed 
home at the far post, but had 
only been able to do so by 


fouling Justham as their cele¬ 
brations were cut short. 

A dreadful refereeing deci¬ 
sion then went against the 
Hatters when Lawless out- 
muscled McCarthy before 
going tumbling on the edge of 
the area. However, a certain 
red and possible penalty failed 
to materialise as the referee 
waved play on much to the 


disbelief of the away support 
and the incandescent Lawless. 

Hatters had finally taken 
charge of the game and twice 
went close in the space of a 
minute. Sub Paul Benson’s 
flick released Mackail-Smith 
who stepped past his man, but 
his effort from the byline 
shaved the far post, while 
Howells’ cross then found 


Marriott at the far post as his 
effort was beaten away by the 
keeper. 

Six minutes were added and 
Luton almost doubled their 
lead deep into injury time 
when Mpanzu led a surging 
counter and, although his 
effort was blocked behind, 
Luton had already done 
enough.
